THE CITY JAIL.
The Board of "Aldermen meet tonight

to pass the $10,000 act for jail improve-
ments. A reference to the resolution
carrying the above sum shows that this
matter has been pending many years.
The judge of the Corporation Court
had called attention to the condition of
the jail and the City Council has been
anxious to make the improvement now

in a way to be carried out. The finance
committee has Ix'en at all times desir¬
ous to recommend an appropriation
.not of $20,000 or $£>0,000 to be used
to remodel or rebuild a jail.but to
make au appropriation sufficient to

make the jail safe, sanitary and mod¬
ern. Even ihe sum of $10,000 now

recommended could not be set apart
prior to this time, as streets and sewers

were urged by members of Council.
The school board ordered and had
erected a new school building for
which the city had to set apart $20,000.
This sum has been augmented by the
thousands for additions and improve¬
ments. The market building, poor-
house and engine houses have also not
been neglected, and of course required
money for the improvements. The
tax laws, license laws, and other
methods for raising revenue evidenced
that the money to he raised from such
sources was practically spent in the
appropriations for the year. The City
Council has already appropriated
$5,000 or $6,(>00 for extras, yet the
finance committee in discussing the
matters with the proper officers of the
city deemed it wise to not longer delay
the jail improvement, and so recom¬

mended the work to be done and the ap¬
propriation made. Of course these ad¬
ditional appropriations will have to be
cared for in the way of a temporary
loan next February or March. As de¬
sirable as these improvements may be,
it should be the aim of municipalities
to live within their means.yet in
recommending this appropriation the
Nuance committee has the endorsement
of the citizens and taxpayers.
